Design Guidelines 


° Keep existing net climber structure and 
repair ropes as needed 


° Reduce basketball to 7/2 court 
° Add post-and-platform structure 
° Replace belt swings 


° Rubber surfacing to accessible 
elements of each type of play 


° Link play elements with monkey bars 


° Former play area near dugout at field to 
remain as lawn
